VIOLATED PATENT
COUPLER STATUTE

Arizona & Ne\\-r Mexico Railway
Confesses Judgment—To
Be Fined $200

The Arizona & New Mexico Railway
company, operating a line of mailway
traversing portions of Arizona and New
Mexico, and coming within the juris-
diction of the interstate commerce com-
mission, in federal court yesterday conm-
fossed judgment to two violations of
the federnl safety appliance law and a
fine of $100 in each case, as provided
by law, will be assessed.

The company violated the law by
failing to keep couplers on its freight
ecars in proper condition and allowing
them to become useless, According te
the United States law, it is obligatory
upon railrouds engaged in interstate
commerce that they keep couplers on
their cars which make it unnecessary
for trainmen to step between the ears
whon either in the act of coupling or
mncoupling them.

Recently several inspectors have been
working in the territory and claim to
have discovered many violations of this
gafety act. Suits were filed yesterday
in Phoenix by the United States attor-
ney against the Santa Fe, Prescott &
Phoenix railway, charging fifteen vio-
lations.

The federal appliance law is for the
protection of railroad employees. Be-
